Compromise Team 
Kills House’s Bid To 
Knock Out Controls 


WASHINGTN Oil — A 10-month 
extension of wage-prict controls, 
due to expire Monday, was voted 
by a Senate - House Conference 
Committee early today in a mart li­ 
on race against time. 
The compromise, hammered out 
of divergent bills passed by the 
Senate and House, was whisked to 
th^ Senate’s special Saturday ses­ 
sion for action. House considera­ 
tion is scheduled Monday. 
Senate-House conferees met yes­ 
terday, last night and into today’s 
re-dawn hours. All in all, the re­ 
sults were accounted an adminis­ 
tration victory after the beating 
the bill took in the House. 
The 
committee 
abandoned 
a 
House provision by Rep. Talle 
(R-Iowa) which would have snipped 
controls from commodities not ra­ 
tioned or allocated. Nothing is ra­ 
tioned now. Only a few scarce met­ 
als are allocated. 
It also watered down another 
House provision, by Rep. Cole (R- 
Kan), which would have guaran­ 
teed sellers* price markups based 
on individual, instead of industry­ 
wide, profit margins before the Ko­ 
rean War erupted. The diluted ver­ 
sion amounts to a restatement of 
existing law. 
✓ 
An administration setback, how­ 
ever, was the committee’s deci­ 
sion to retain a provision which 
would exempt processed fruits and 
vegetables from price control. 
All three had been roundly scored 
by administration forces. 
House adoption of the Talle and 
Cole amendment led Price Stabili­ 
zer Ellis Arnall to comment they 
pulled the rug from under controls, 
leaving him no recourse but to bow 
out. 
Price officials said about l l per 
cent of the housewife’s food money 
goes for processed fruits and veg­ 
etables—frozen and otherwise—and 
knocking off controls for these 
would boost the grocery bill. 
The compromise bill would all 
but scrap credit controls and would 
end rental curbs Sept. 30 except 
where localities vote to continue 
them until April 30, 1953. Real es­ 
tate credit checks would also end— 
but with a proviso. 
This qualification has to do with 
the Federal Reserve Board’s Reg­ 
ulation X, the rule setting specific 
down - payment and installment 
minimums on new housing. Under 
the 
compromise,

would be idled as long as the an­ 
nual rate of housing starts was be­ 
low 1,200,000 about 100,000 m o r e 
.than now. 
The compromise must suit Presi­ 
dent Truman, as well as the Senate 
and House, or it could be vetoed.

Taft Steers 
Drive Toward 
Chicago Area 


Urges Denial Of Yalta 
Pact, End To Europe 
Aid, Satellite Strategy 


WASHINGTON W—Sen. Robert 
A. Taft prepared today to carry 
his fight for the Republican presi­ 
dential 
nomination 
to 
Chicago, 
where he plans to see more state 
delegations early next week. 
Taft leaves for the convention 
city Sunday night. 
He made his last public appear­ 
ance at the University of Virginia 
in Charlottesville, where he con­ 
ferred with members of the Vir­ 
ginia delegation and summarized 
his views on foreign policy in a 
major speech before the Institute 
of Public Affairs. Taft made three 
major points: 
1. He believes economic aid to 
Western Europe should now be cut 
off. 
2. The United States should re­ 
pudiate the Yglta agreement. 
3. A policy of “infiltration and 
propaganda,” directed at the satel­ 
lite Communist nations, should be 
undertaken immediately by this 
country. 
The speech was the climax of a 
long and arduous day, in near- 
record heat, that Taft spent in Vir­ 
ginia. He held his regular morning 
news conference, then met witty the 
23-man Virginia delegation in a 
closed session, addressed the Taft 
club of Charlottesville in a luncheon 
speech and finally spoke to some 
5,000 people at the university last 
night. 
A resurvey of the delegation in-, 
dicated. however, that his strength 
in Virginia may be less than he 
claims. Taft said he counted on 17 
of the delegates, but a survey by 
Associated Press correspondents in­ 
dicated today that the alignment

2 Youths Make Yam 
Attempts To Rescue 
4HIner’ Heebner, 65 


A 65-year-old potter, who retired 
Friday, was killed and a Bloom- 
field man narrowly escaped with 
his life as fire destroyed t h e i r 
homes. 
Henry (Hiner) Heebner lost his 
life in a flash fire at 8:35 last 
night in his one-room home at the 
rear of 211 E. Third St., despite 
the heroic attempts of two youths 
to save him. 
Firemen said Heebner quit work 
as a mouldrunner at Plant 7 of the 
Homer Laughlin China Co. yester­ 
day. 
The youths — Kent Garvey, 17, 
of 762 Woodlawn Ave., and Kenny 
Butcher. 17, of 137 W. Second S t 
—started to pull Heebner from the 
blazing room, but were driven back 
when glass In the door shattered 
and flames started to roll out the 
doorway. 
They had noticed the smoke and 
had stopped to see the blase. 
Garvey said he was told that 
Heebner still was In the building 
and he could see him lying face 
downward just inside the doorway, 
virtually covered by burning card­ 
board, which had lined the walls. 
Ha apparently had been over­ 
come by smoke while tfying to 
get out of the door, which opened 
inward. 
He was prevented from escap­ 
ing, Garvey said, when a hasp 
slipped over the eye, fastening the 
door securely.

Garvey kicked the door open and 
grabbed Heebner to pull him from 
the fire while Butcher held the 
door partially open. 
They had started to drag him 
out when an unidentified spectator 
threw a bucket of waten on the 
door, the glass shattered in their 
faces and the draft fanned the 
flames. 
Aided by Dick Hutchison, 19, of 
216 Broadway, they used a garden 
hose until firemen arrived. 
Firemen said the building waa 
aflame when they arrived. They 
extinguished the blaze and removed 
Heebner’s body. 
The three youths said the flam en 
seemed to be concentrated in the 
corner where his bed was located. 
The house was owned by Earl 
Tweed. 
Cause of the fire hasn’t been 
determined, but Coroner Ernest 
Sturgis and Fire Chief Charles Bry­ 
an said they believed the fir* ap­ 
parently started from his pipe. Tho 
mattress was consumed.

A Congo landlord will pay a $10 
fine for every day he allows a 
shaky lean-to to remain at the 
rear of a Sophia St. home con­ 
demned last September by th * 
state fire marshal’s office, Munici­ 
pal Judge George L. Brokaw de­ 
creed Friday. 
Judge Brokaw ordered Robert 
E. Johnston to raze the small ad­ 
dition to his property at 809 Sophia 
St. after hearing a case in which 
Fire Chief Charles Bryan and O. B. 
Groves of Toronto, deputy district 
fire marshal, charged he had ig­ 
nored the tear-down order. 
Judge Brokaw also instructed 
Chief Bryan to order the O h i o 
Power Co. to turn off electric ser­ 
vice for the home and not to ra- 
store it until the place is re-wired. 
Inspecting the property, t h e 
judge found that the wiring wa* 
“just a continuous series of ex­ 
tension cords hooked into b a s * 
outlets.**

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Bomb* Away 
Th* script calla for roars of disapproval when 
aver the British, or anyone elsy, frown 
on 
America. And all of us can be expected to 
stick with the script. 
But while going through the fam iliar routine 
in the issue which has arisen over the Yula 
River bombing raid, it would do no harm to 
realize why there is an issue. Specifically, it 
would do no harm to realize why Secretary of 
State Acheson felt called on to explain to mem­ 
bers of the British House of Commons what 
happened. He knew there had been a slight 
to other governments representd in the U. N. 
by not consulting them. 
The power to destroy with bombs it not abso­ 
lute. It is relative. This is particularly true 
when the things to be destroyed are endowed 
with more than ordinary material value. The 
Yalu River dams and generating plants ap­ 
parently were in that category. 
They represented more to Asiatics than capi­ 
tal investments. They represented some part of 
the surge which is sweeping hundreds of mil­ 
lions of Asiatics out of colonialism into nation­ 
alism, out of the reach of western powers. Their 
destruction thus becomes more than a routine 
military operation and becomes part of a com­ 
plex pattern in which the Occidentals may 
make themselves so hated in Asia that it will 
be closed to everybody but Orientals. These 
would include Russians, who can be either Oc­ 
cidentals of Orientals, depending on which way 
they ere facing. 
The British used high explosives in Asia a 
Jong time. Maybe they think they learned some­ 
thing-im probable as that may seem. 


The Neighbors’ Children 
A presidential order to provide “a more or­ 
derly basil for granting temporary deferments 
to farm workers and apprentices in essential 
industries" shows that Washington is aware of 
the problem. 
But farmers looking for help and manufac­ 
turers looking for youngsters who can learn the 
tricks of the trade will not hope for much. It is 
still an odds-on bet that draft policy never will 
be adjusted to the realities of civilian needs. 
The old idea that the military needs unlimited 
manpower and no one else needs anything dies 
hard. 
There is no substitute on a farm in harvest 
for a farm-raised helper. He can do more in one 
day than a city-raised helper fan do in seven. 
Yet thousands of farm boys have been drafted 
this summer just in time to do the maximum 
damage. 
It is as if no one cared what happens to the 
neighbors or the neighbors’ children as long as 
it does not happen to them. The draft should be 
equitable and it should be administered with 
an official eye to its effect on the draftee, his 
family and his associates. No one should be 
wholly exempt from military service, but there 
are just as important things in an industrial 
civilization as carrying a gun. 


Out Of Nowhere 
While the Republican contest for the presiden­ 
cy has been the main show up to now, ifs pos­ 
sible the Democratic contest may prove more 
memorable. 
It Is not more than once in a blue moon that 
a contender walks in out of nowhere and sits 
in the seatj of the mighty as Estes Kefauver has 
done. Anyone still inclined to brush him off as 
an unfortunate accident must realize that even 
the justly-famed - Democratic bosses must live 
with Kefauver even if he loses the nomination. 
His delegates in the convention will help elect 
the next Democratic national committee—and 
they will not take a bright view of organiza­ 
tion stalwarts who threw them and their pres­ 
idential candidate overboard. 
Here in Ohio, Kefauverites constitute exactly 
half of the state’s 54-member delegation to the 
Democratic national convention. Che o t h e r 
half belongs to the state organization, which had 
hoped to line up all 54 delegates behind Robert 
J. Bulkley. Bulkley is going nowhere in politics. 
Kefauver is just starting. Whether or not he 
runs for president in 1952 he will have a large 
voice in running the Democratic party up to 
1956 at least. 


Not Even The Delegates 
Since both the Taft and Eisenhower camps 
have Issued supremely confident statements 
about the outcome of their contest for delegates 
to the Republican convention, one of them 
must be wrong. 
With due respect, both of them are wrong. 
They do not know the outcome of their contest. 
That will be decided by what finally happens to 
189 delegates who cannot be claimed positively 
by either side, plus 129 who are committed 
to darkborse candidates, plus an indeterminate 
number of other delegates who may change 
their minds before the balloting begins. 
The contest for the 1,206 delegates who will 
comprise the Republican convention is now set­ 
tling down to business. This is Phase 2. Phase 
I was over when the final delegate had been 
renamed. From now on the public is an onlook­ 
er. It has no further role to play. In the Demo­ 
cratic contest this year, the public has had no 
role to play at alL

Ah Eyewitness Account Of The Elbe River Decision 


The Taft people naturally have 
made an issue of the withdrawal 
of the American t r o o p s from 
the Elbe, thus giving Berlin to the 
Russians. It is good political prop­ 
aganda against an opponent on his 
record. 
It is not unlike the attack on 
Taft for his authorship o4 the Taft- 
Hartley act, which is his record. 
Gen. Eisenhower bed stated that 
what occurred there was due en­ 
tirely to his judgment and deci­ 
sion and that it would have cost 
10,000 American lives to Uke Ber­ 
lin, which he would not do be­ 
cause the mothers of the 10,000 
would have objected. 
Should Eisenhower be nominat­ 
ed by the Republicans, the Demo­ 
crats naturally will raise this issue, 
as the Taft people are doing now. 
Their advanUge will be posses­ 
sion of the PenUgon • files, which 
ought not to be used for political 
advanUge but which could be if 
President Truman ao decided. 


I WANTED to get this story 
from an eyewitness, from one who 
was with the troops at the time. 
And I turned naturally to rn report­ 
er. It is true that Paul Manning

One German 88-milimeter 
gun battery and a handful of ene­ 
my soldiers barred the crossing, 
but within Reputes after our own 
heavy guns were brought into posi­ 
tion, this resistance was silenced. 


‘THE POINT* of crossing was 
to be in the area of Magdeburg, a 
fine ancient city long ago reduced 
to rubble, a city of empty barracks 
and hungry people who welcomed 
the American entry because it 
meant an end to war. 
“As American officers marshal­ 
ed their forces for the crossing of 
the Elbe, the order suddenly came 
from Gen. Eisenhower's headquar­ 
ters, hundreds of’miles to the rear 
in Rheims, France, that the for­ 
ward sweep was to stop. The dis­ 
appointment was immense. 
“Upon receipt of Gen. 
Eisen­ 
hower^’n historic order, the whole 
vast machine ground to a halt 
never to recover its momentum or 
elan. 
Patrols 
in 
reconnaissance 
strength advanced short distances 
across the Elbe in an attempt to 
make contact with the Russians, 
but failed. American officers then 
took to broadcasting over mobile 
transm itters pleading for a reply 
from Soviet commanders as to the 
position of Soviet troops. 
“ Although 
they 
used a 
code 
which Eisenhower personally bad 
arranged with Marshal Zhukov in 
the event of such a meeting of 
armies, these messages were ig­ 
nored for seven days by the Rus­ 
sians until they had surrounded 
Berlin 
and 
were 
assured 
they 
would be first into the German 
capital. 


“THE GERMAN garrison in Ber­ 
lin, fighting the bitterest defense 
in German history against the 
Slavic hordes of Asiatic Russia, 
sent repeated messages by emis­ 
saries to the Elbe promising im­ 
mediate surrender to the Ameri­ 
can forces, if only we would move 
to the gates of Berlin and make 
such surrender possible.” 
This is an eyewitness account. 
And if it Is incorrect, this column 
is available for a contradictory 
eyewitness accqunt. 
Naturally this statement does not 
deal with the decisions at Tehran 
and Yalta. It seemed to m e re­ 
markable that the general should 
have assumed full personal respon­ 
sibility for matters which were dis­ 
cussed at these conferences.

The Search For The Hidden Majority 


Inside On Labor 


By Victor Riesel 


The most controversial strike in 
recent history was practically set­ 
tled on June 19. 
So secretly was the peace parley 
held in a local hotel and corpora­ 
tion office that only a telephone 
booth full of people knew that the 
most closely watched national la­ 
bor leaders and industrialists had 
slipped into New York. 
Not until 24 hours after t h e 
meeting, when some of the partici­ 
pants teere seen at dinner in Club 
21 and other restaurants, did the 
news of the session leak. But the 
details haven’t been revealed—un­ 
til now. 
f 
These are vital details, for they 
lead up to a conflict which will 
affect the presidential election. 


AT THAT SESSION an agree­ 
ment was reached between CIO 
chief Philip Murray, his brilliant 
counsel, Art Goldberg, and Bethle­ 
hem Steel’s vice president, Joseph 
Larkin, and his attorney, the erud­ 
ite and skilled negotiator, J o h n 
Morse. That agreement was ini­ 
tialed—but never signed. 
That agreemnt gave the striking 
steelworkers what they wanted— 
the union shop, slightly modified. 
It made it mandatory for all new 
steelworkers to join the CIO. Those 
already in CIO would have had to 
stay in. All who worked in the 
mills, but hadn’t joined—the men 
Phil Murray calls the “free-riders” 
—could stay out of the union for­ 
ever. The equivalent of a $10-a- 
week increase also was granted. 
Had this contract actually been 
signed Friday morning June 20, it 
would have ended the steel crisis, 
which has become the second do­ 
mestic news story of the year, run­ 
ning only behind the presidential 
election. 
The strike would have been over 
for some 25,000 Bethlemen work­ 
ers rolling out 16,000,000 tons of 
steel a year. That would have 
been it—the rest of the industry 
would have had to follow in a 
m atter .of days. 


THAT’S EXACTLY what occur­ 
red late in 1949, when M urray's 
strategy 
cracked 
the 
industry 
front We were covering the CIO 
convention that year. He called 
us in and announced a settlement 
with Bethlemen. The rest signed 
swiftly. 
But late last week, Bethlehem 
company executives talked to the 
leaders of the other big five steel 
companies. The big five spokes­ 
men protested. They had pledged 
to deal as a unit with the CIO. So 
Bethlemen yielded. The agreement 
was junked. The strike was in 
President Trum an’s hands again. 
Behind all this was a basic policy 
of the national steel companies. 
To understand that policy is to 
get behind the scenes of this very 
strange strike in which money is 
no longer an issue for either side. 
There is complete agreement on 
the $10-a-week increase package— 
which includes unprecedented va­ 
cations and special pay. The issue 
is prestige, influence and control 


over the million men who make 
steel and then fabricate it. 
And for this both sides are fight­ 
ing a very costly battle, which 
had to come ’at the end of the 
wage spiral as we were within a 
year or two of leveling off war 
production and rolling into '‘nor­ 
malcy.** 
First, the companies do not want 
national bargaining with the CIO 
steelworkers. The industry objects 
to the power of the union to shut 
down all mills at a given signal. 
The industrialists object to dealing 
with the strong, central u n i o n 
headquarters in Pittsburgh. 
They prefer, instead, to h a v e 
to their local p l a n t managers 
deal with the regional unions in a 
hundred communities—wnere they 
can reach the individual workers. 
The union comes back swiftly with 
a charge that this would weaken 
the union s i n c e , among other 
things, it could strike just one plant 
at a time. 


THERE IS dispute over another 
issue, which has not been discussed 
anywhere. That is the manage­ 
ment clause in the contract pro­ 
posed by the union. 
This is just as important as the 
union shop fight. This 
manage­ 
ment clause would give the union 
the right to dispute the speed of 
production schedules and firings 
when the world no longer needs 
as much of our steel as ifs now 
gobbling up. 
The company wants to keep the 
right to readjust its work force, 
cut it down and increase produc­ 
tion tempo among those workers 
who are retained when the indus­ 
try goes back to 60 and 70 per 
cent of capacity. 
Nothing could go more to the 
core of this quarrel, nothing could 
more affect the relationship of 
working men and those who em­ 
ploy them, than these issues. 
That s why Bill Phil Murray Is 
willing to keep his followers on 
strike for weeks longer and the 
industry is willing to lose 
$10,- 
000,000 a week in price increases 
alone. 
Both sides believe they’re bat­ 
tling for their future.

I CAN AGREE with that state­ 
ment, although the senator is un­

My figure, which is estimated on 
the basis of the census figures of 
people over 21 minus those who 
are barred from voting, is over 
42,000,000. 
Of these, 29,000,000 are outside 
the Solid South. But let us accept 
either Taft’s figure or mine and 
consider the merits of this contro- 
\ersy about where the Republi­ 
cans must look to get their major­ 
ity. 
Taft is assailed bv people who 
argue as follows: 
“Taft’s 
claim 
that 
the 
non­ 
voters are a great untapped reser­ 
voir of Republicanism is an illus­ 
ion. Quite the contrary, the bulk of 
the qualified non-voters who might 
be induced to go to the polls are 
predominantly the very people who 
by their position and their interests 
are disposed to the New Deal. The 
Republicans, therefore, have no 
prospect of winning unless they 
can break into the Democratic 
majority which Roosevelt brought 
together.*’ 


THE SOLUTION for a Republi­ 
can victory proposed by the peo­ 
ple who argue in that way is to 
make the Republican candidate 
and platform that two or more mil­ 
lions who voted for Truman in 
1948, perhaps by mistake, vote Re­ 
publican. 
There is a triple fallacy in this 
attempt to brand Taft’s

Auto Industrv 
Does Better 
Than Expected 


Experts Think That 
last Half Of Year 
Will Hold Up Too 


DETROIT 'll—Aside from 
the 
trike-imposed steel shortage, noth­ 
ing affecting the auto industry's 
operations during this year’s first 
xix months proved nearly ag serious 
as had been forecast. 
Actually the industry built more 
cars and trucks than it expected 
to when 1952 began. It sold more 
cars despite complaints from deal­ 
ers that credit restrictions kept 
customers from new car sales­ 
rooms. 
Right now particularly gloomy 
forecasts are being made by manu­ 
facturers and merchandisers alike 
regarding the year’s final 
s i x ! 
months. 
But industry experts who have 
been through steel strikes and ma­ 
te r ia l 
shortages 
before 
believe 
overall production for the J uly - 
t brough - December p e r i o d will 


i match up fairly well with the vol­ 
ume of the year's first half. . 
Obviously the industry 
cannot 
build cars without a lot of steel 
of various types. But it always has 
proved sourceful, and, barring a 
tightening on allotments by the 
government, it will get steel for 
passenger car output as soon as 
any other industries engaged in 
civilian operations. 
Since World War II ended, thei 
auto industry has been beset by 
shortages—some real and some 
merely threatened. 
Yet in the seven years since 
the first postwar civilian automo­ 
bile was built the industry has 
rolled out more than 32% million 
new passenger cars. 
It did this despite prolonged work 
stoppages in its own plants, in the 
steel mills, by railroad 
and in plants of leading supplier 
concerns and, finally, in the face 
of governmental limitations on how 
much steel, copper, nickel and oth­ 
er metals it might use. 
Some industry analysts believe 
(that had there been no such ob­ 
stacles to uninterrupted output the 
industry might have produced it­ 
self into some real distribution 
trouble

Security officers, backed by uni­ 
formed police armed with rifles 
and pistols, arrested Yussif A. Ca- 
chalia, secretary and top planner 
of the nationwide campaign of non­ 
violent civil disobedience and Nel­ 
son Bandela, chief volunteer of the 
nation’s Negroes who have pledged 
themselves to risk imprisonment by 
breaking the race laws they con­ 
sider "unjust and hateful". 
Today's arrests swelled to 140 
the number of none-vdiites jailed 
since their defiance campaign was 
launched Thursday. 
Charges against the two leaders 
were not announced. 
The others were arrested for de­ 
liberately crossing forbidden race 
barriers, marching out en masse 
without required permits and iden­ 
tity papers and generally breaking 
the country’s rigid Jim Crow laws.

Postoffices at Newell and Mid­ 
land go first class Tuesday, re­ 
flecting increases in their annual 
recepts exceeding $40,000, — the 
dividing line between offices of first 
and second class. 
Postm aster Claude Mills at New­ 
ell said his receipts last year were 
over $44,000, compared to $31,000 
for 1950. There will be no changes 
in personnel when the office ‘leaves 
the second class rank. 
He said his office has been issu­ 
ing $30,000 to $40,000 of defense 
bonds each month under the pay­ 
roll deduction plan of the potteries 
and brick plants. Mills has been 
postmaster since 1936.
